‘Birds under two months seldom sur- 
vive a severe attack and, if they re- 
cover, are usually stunted. * Older 
chickens have* stronger resistance, 
more recover, but still the mortality 
fa heavy. “Droopiness, diarrhoea, de- 
jection, wattles and comb pale, three 
weeks of misery, a short period of 
coma and then death are the more 
noticeable symptoms in older birds.

In young chicks the ceca'are filled 
with a bloody, semi-solld mass.

Cause, 


The presence of a protosoan para- 
site in the intestinal tract “Eimeria 
avium.” The disease is transmitted 
by meane of feed, wator and soil. It 
is capecially present where chicka are 
brooding on the same ground year 
after year, and where a second: or 
third lot of chicks are reared on the 
same ground the same year, Chicks 
brooded in moderate numbers on new 
ground for each brood and frequently 
changed to clean soll, or aoll covered 
with a good sod, will rarely be 
affected with coccidiosis. Infection 
may be brought In by purchase of new 
birds, or tt may be carried by pig- 
eons from Infected yards. 
Treatment. 


For young birds, transfer to clean 
colony houge located on fresh ground. 
Use alr-slaked lime on floor of house 
and also cleap litter, Dose with Ep- 
som salts at ‘the rate of one pound 
to 400 pounds of chicks, repeat this 
in four days. Reduce the grain 
ration and feed buttermilk. Bran 
should be substituted’for grain. The 
Use of a disinfectant fn the drinking 
water is recommended, aa one ounce 
of copper sulphate to five gallons of 
water, 

Prevention, 


Heuses should be thoroughly soak- 
ed with five per cent. compound solu- 
tlon of cregol.. Yards should be 
dressed with ime and ploughed, used 
~ crop every second year. The use 
of healthy breeding stock, keeping 
moderate numbers, clean yards and 
houses, and eternal vigilance against 
outside stock and birde bringing the 
organism In is good Insurance against 
coceldlasis. 





Ontario Boar Policy Meets Approval. 


Evidence of the ever-increasing 
intereat being taken by hog producers 
in the type,of breeding stock being 
used is mantfest in the formation of 
Bacon Hog Clubs under the polity of 
the Ontario Department of Agricul- 
ture. Already one hundred and ninety 
suth clubs have been supplied with 
boars, en Increase of almost one hun- 
dred within the past year. A number 
of other clubs have been formed and 
these are being supplied with the 
beat animalsarallable an-quickly as 
possible. 

Coincident with this increased tn- 
terest in the type of boar being used 
{s a culling an It were of the sows 
kept. In many sections Producers are 
replacing undesirable type sows with 
young sows, from litters that are well 
bred and which are grading a high 
‘percentage of selects, In some sec- 
tons packing houses and drovers are 
co-operating In this exchange of sows 
and splendid reaults are belng ob- 
tained. Now is the time for the hog 
producer who has not a good sow to 


1 select from good young breeding stock 


that may be tn the district. Good 
bacon type sows with plenty of 
ruggedness and quality mated with 
high class bacon boars aasures the 
Producers of a fair chance to make 
the progeny of desirable market type.

Marl for Soll Acidity. 


Marl deposita are not uncommon 
fn the older farmed sections of 
Ontario. While discussing soil prob- 
lems with many visitors to the O. A. 
College exhibit at the County Faire 
Many farmers mentioned that they 
knew of deposits of mari In thelr own 
districts that wete. lying unused. 
Many do not realize that marl 1s quite 
equal to the best grades of crushed 
Mmestone or hydrated lime as a cor- 
reclive for soil acidity. The use of 
marl from a local deposit {f such ts 
available, will save the purchase price 
and the.transportation costs on other 
forms of lime. October and Norem- 
berare usually good months in which 
to excavate and team marl to the 
fields where soil acids prevent the 
luxuriant stowth of clovers.

ARE YOU A‘ HOBO? ; 


HOBO IS a loose term which, to many, in- 
cludes all types of tramps, out-of-works 
and wont-works, “gay cats,” and the many dif- 
ferent varieties of restless mortals who keep 
moving via freight train mostly, to and fro 
scross the continent, some of them plcking ‘up 
a grub stake in the hop fields, harvest flelds, 
potato farms and vineyards, wHere sedsonal 
workers get good pay. Victor Simpson, who 
tpparently knows a good deal about the genus 
HOBO, writes in the Ottawa Citizen as follows: 

The hobo is any worker who changes 

jobs, whether one job will last ten years or 

ten days. Hoboes are they who have to 
work for others more or less tempofarily. 
The hqbo js he who.does practically all the 
world’s work. He builds railways, palaces 
and sewers: is a clerk here, an actor there. 
Most workers are casual workers. Some 
more than others. The purely casual work- 
er cuts down our forests in winter arf has 
to turn to the cutting of corn in summer 
for a living. He is an absolute necessity. 
He Is the fellow who doesfall the seasonal 
work. And practically nearly all of our 
major demands are seasonal. But neces- 
sarily the seasonal worker is out of a job, 
out of funds, and has to steal a train ride 
in his search for other work sometimes. 
He is always low-paid, {ll-Informed, mis- 
directed and’ much given to making blind 
sorties to “greener” flelds. We see him 
rushing from the workless West hoping -for 
something to turn up in the East at the 
same time those in the East are sure there 
{s work to be had In the West. 
The late Lord Kitchener bummed his 
way on a tramp Greek steamer and lande@ 
in Egypt In a ragged uniform looking for 
a job. Winston Churchill stole rides across 
Africa from necessity.

Mathias Ringmann was a native of a village 
In the: Vosges “Mountains. .!He was born just 
en'years before Columbus turned his, prows from 
Palos. Mathias ‘and a friend, Martinius Wald- 
seeliulier, after graduating from’ college join- 
ed a ltetary society that used to’ meet in the 
old town of St. Die, near Luneville and not many 
miles from Strasburg. . In-the spring of 1607, 
this group of men set up a print shop in St. Die, 
asa practical step toward the dissemination of 
knowledge. The first thing they decided to 
vadertake was the printing of a map of the 
\ ‘world and a treatise in Latin to accompany it. 
-Ringmann enthusiastically entered into the 
work of translating and editing material for the 
explanatory booklet, called “Introductio Cos- 
mographiae,” or Introduction to the Science of 
the Genera!

OTTAWA, July 14.—Parachutes 
are being supplied to all pilota of 
the Royal Canadian Air Force. The 
Parachutes, which were recetnly pur- 
chased, arg now benig tested at the 
air force station at High River, Al- 
berta, and distributed to the .var- 
fous station throughout Canada. The 
now equipment will constitute a re- 
gular part of flying kit to be used 


in the day-to-day work of the force. 

Reeent experiments In Canada and 
the United States have proven the 
foasibillty of the parachute for use 
from airplanes, and already the Un- 
Ited States army air service has been 


supplicd with thom and the ir mall 


servico planes are ‘being equipped 
Already numerous casual 
ties have been avolded by tht fact 
that pilots have heen able to escape 
from a burning machine or a ma- 
chine which developed trouble orer

The type of parachute being issued 
fo Canadian flying men is made 80 
that it #3 actually part of the pilot's’ 
koat in the cockpit of the plane. The 
Canadian afr force planes hare been 
altered In construction slightly to 
Permit the bulky package of para- 
chute, which weizhs about 30 pouhds 
to become part of the pilot's seat. 

When the airman takes his place 
he merely buckles the parachute 
atraps twice acrosa his body, and he 
is then ready for the emergency 
which might require him to “take 
lo the alr.” On the left-hand side 
of the equipment there is n large irqu 
ring. In the event of hix having to 
leave the machino the pliot must drop 
several seconds through space In or- 
der to clear the machine, and the 
Jerk the iron ring then will release 
the folds of the silk parachute. ©

uy Government is not adding to the numerical 
strength of its naval forces. It possesses four 
cruisers, a flotilla leader and eleven destroyers, 
‘as well as three sloops and sundry auxiliary 
‘vessels; but all these ships are aging, says The 
Daily Telegraph, which. goes on: ea 
“The cruisers Melbourne and Sydney were 
launched in 1912, and twelve years is regarded 
as the effective life of such ships,:in view of the 
heavy wear-and-tear of service and the progress 
of design and construction. Officers and men, 
from whutever part of the Empire they may be 
drawn, have a right to deniand than, if they ac- 
‘cept service which may cost them their lives, 
they‘shall has placed at their disposal by.those 
whom they defend ships as powerful and effic- 
fent as can be built. The Australian people, in 
facing this large new expenditure, have also

and fruit growers?-asks the Natural Resources 















Anterior, + ’ : 
.. A glance at the reports of foreign vegetables 
and fruits imported into this country gives reason 
for serious thought as to whether we are giving 
our: own ‘produce the support it deserves, or 
whether we are not cultivating an extravagant 
w-taste for out-of-season and imported vegetables 
and fruits. . 








» For instance, in the month of January of 
this year, ‘we bought from. the United States 
2,086,665 pounds of ordinary potatoes, valued 
at $25,372, ina year when there were ample sup- 
4 plies of Canadian potatoes available, while in 
January of 1924 we bought but 95,865 pounds, 
valued at $2,341. We bought $2,342 worth of 
cabbage in ‘January this year, against $1,730 
last January. In the past fiscal year we bought 
outside of Canada 1,034,866 bushels of ordinary 
potatoes, valucd at. $835,497, and cabbage valued 
at $253,379, or more than a million dollars spent 
bS.. ovtside of this country for these two vegetables 
> while we had plenty of them at home. 

For canned vegetables, such as beans, peas, 
corn and tomatoes, we spent $601,675 in the 
twelve months outside of Canada. In fruits, we 
bought in the United States in the tyelve months 
172,101 barrels of apples, for which we paid 
“$867,826, and we also bought 1,021,064 pounds 
of dried apples, worth $32,906, or $900,832 far 
imported apples, while Canada holds thé world’s 
record for quajity and has ample supplics. Other 
fruits which we bought in large quantities were: 

Plums, $835,212; strawberries, $764,593; pears, 
‘$807,959; peaches $609,318; grapes, $862,298. 
For‘ bananas we paid $4,194,017; ,for aranges, 
6,409,805, and for lemons, $1,058,569. 

. This‘large quantity of vegetables and fruit 
was purchased by Canadian ‘in large part, while 
the growers of these products In Canada were 
searching for markets in which to sell their 
~ products. 

Canada is so geographically situated that 
‘she is, for a portion of the year, dependent for 
variety in fresh fruits on more southerly count- 
rieg but there appears to be a tendency to unduly 
cultivate the taste for imported fruit. Undoubt- 
© edly a great portion of the money sent out of 
“Canada for these products could be spent with 
our own vegetable and fruit growers, to the bene- 
fit of the original growers and of the country as 
whole. It wovld be worth while for dealers to 
‘give this matter serious thought and try to in- 
tensify the demand for Canadian produce.

LENGTHENING THE LIFE-LINE. 


I,IVING LONG AND. LIVING WELL are not 
necessarily the same, declares Louis A. Han- 
“ben In Life and Health (Washington, D.C.), but 
hhe goes on to say that disease prevention does 
* more than lengthen life by decreasing the death- 
rate. “It’increases the usefulness and enjoy- 
ment of life. . It enlarges our possibilities, adds 
‘to our accomplishments, and makes for progress 
Jn every way. It greatly adds tov the happiness 
of life itself, and makes life worth living.” If 
this estimate be accepted we may well applaud 
‘tthe triumph of preventive medicine that vital 
statistics record. Here are certain details as 
Mr. Hansen presents them: 
“In 1800 the average length of life was thirty 
© three years, in 1855 it was forty years, and in 
1920 it was fifty-cight years. Elghteen years 
hdve been added to the average duration of life 
“ince 1855. From 1910 to 1920 the inercase in 
the life span was four years. 
F “It is generally considered that the larger 
part of the world’s burdens Is horne by men 
above forty yearsof age. Thus in 1800 the aver- 
age man died seven years before he reached the 
age of his greatest usefuiness. In 1920 the avor- 
age man lived elghteen years beyond this age.

So serlous has 
been the result of this unnecessary destruction 
that many of the loveliest wild flowers ‘have van- 
ished completely from places where they were 
most abundant and.many other.exquisite speci- 
mens will eventually disappear unless public op- 
gnion is aroused for their protection. 

In the United States the Wild Flower Pres- 
ervation Society has done much to save the flow- 
erg of the field and forest and it is high time 
that a similar organization in this country 
ghould arouse public co-operation. An Ameri- 
can authority speaking recently on individual 
responsibility for conservation says: “He who 
argues for the privilege of picking wild flowers 
as freely as he desires on the ground that they 
belong to no one in particular may insist that 
it puts a wrong aspect on the whole matter to 
assume them to be subject to the same conven- 
tions that govern flowers growing in a private 
garden. But does it? Iam not so sure. These 
are your flowers whjch dre rapidly disappear- 
ing—your Fringed Gentians, Trillivms, Lauret 
and Dog yours quite as much as his or 
mine or tha little child’s next door, and the littte 
children’s yet to be born. Itisa matter of per- 
sonal interest and concern to every citizen. Each 
one of us is in the position of an absent owner 
whose garden is rifled because he is not there 
to guard it.”

suffer most at the hands of the thoughtless mot- 
orist, camper and picnicker. Those elfin. faces 
of the fairy ring whose very names bring a thrill 
to the lover of the open spaces Arbutus, Ane- 
mones, Hepatica, Trillium, Painted Cup, Wild 
Hyacinth, Cojumbine and Jack-in-the-Pulpit.  ~ 

All these are of a delightful loveliness but *% 
4s impossible to capture that elusive thing in 
them that thrills away from their natural set- 
ting, even though they are dug up by the roots 
and brought homie by the motor load.. Later 
summer also gees its depredations by roadsive 
robbers, which are particularly severe among 
wild lilies and aquatic plants. 

Few people know that in the Gatineau dis- 
trict. there blooms one of the rarest of American 
wild Mowers the star-eyed Lotus or Nelumbo 
Lutea which was once used as & sleeping po- 
tion by the early Indians—and this too !s almost 

+ gone. 

How can the Mowers be saved? All that is 
jeeded is a little common care. If gatherers will 
confine their picking to hardy and very abund- 
ant varieties and never tear any wild Mower vp 
by the roots their beauty wil! remain a glorious 

_ heritage for the future.

and a very important port with many vessels ca}ling here 
for cargoes and passengers? Passenger boatsfwere as 2 
rule “sidewheelers” like the one pictured here, with huge 
paddle wheels and big “walking-bean.” 


DO YOU REMEMBER the fun we used to have swim- 
ming off the booms at the mouth of the Moira? 


The Hastings Directory published in 1860, speaks 
of Flint & Yeoman's Mills with over ninety saws, and 
a daily capacity of 100,000 feet of lumber. employing a 
staff of ninety men with a payroll of $500 a week. Wages 
were low in those davs and the cost of living likewise. 
Working folks-put up a side of beef and a side of pork 
when cold wéather came on and baked their own bread. 
In fact it was quite a common custom to keep a plg for 
killing In the fall and salting down for the winter. 


Bogart’s Mill in 1860 employed sixty men with a 


‘weekly payroll of $350, an average of six dollars per 


week-per man. 


Bleecker’s Mill with twenty-five saws, was located 
at Myers dam, while James Caniff operated another a 
short distance up the river and there were two or three 
at Cannifton. 


There were three sash and blind factorles operated by 


* J, W. Payne, Nelson Pringle, and A. Diamond, employing 


about twenty men. 


* Two pail and tub factories were owned and oper- 
ated by Aaron Dame and Joseph Bullen, the latter be- 
ing jalso extensively: engaged jn the sails sia of 
washboards, 


Then there were cabinet. and chair factories, brew- 
erles and about thirty other. factories, large and small; 
pmploying about six hundred men with aggregate pay 
roll of four thousand dollars per week.
